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A Remarkable Trial. 


GENERAL LUDENDORFY has been acquitted in the Munich treason 
trial, while the notorious HitLer and his thief colleagues were 
sentenced to five years’ confinement in afortrese. In the first place, 
it is difficult to understand why upon the evidence LUDENDORFF 
was acquitted and Hitler convicted, and it seems doubtful whether 
the evidence really had much to do with the verdict. The war 
services of LUDENDORFF were rightly not forgotten, but very 
wrongly they were allowed to cover his multitude of sing, 
hose involved, besides rebelliou against the Republic, a virulent 
and venomous campaign against the Jews. That fact may in 
itself have influenced the verdict against the renowned General. 
For this fighting hero, once the darling of his people, to be placed 
in a position redolent of that to which Haman of old was brought, 
in which the Jews he had maligned and had hoped to destroy 
might triumph over him and his discomfiture, and might even 
weave a legendary web of. providential deliverance with LUDEN- 
porFr as the vanquished bad spirit, was conceivably too much for 
the Court to contemplate. But Hirrirce’s downfall is at least 
satisfactory to all, including Jews themselves, who abominate racial 
hatred and the setting of citizen against citizen on account of 
race or religion. But the apparently formidable sentence passed 
upon him is known to be purely nominal. He is to be released 
“ conditionally” after serving six months, and service is to be 
reckoned from the moment at which he awaited trial. So thaé 
this execrable agitator, whe has gone so far as to say that he 
desired that Jews should be massacred wholesale, and has done 
his ‘best to bring his wish to fulfilment, will get off with practic- 
ally no punishment at all, or about the same as is awarded to some 
poor, starving wretch who steals a crust in order to keep body and 
soul together, We fear that while German Courts of justice thua 
geal with the enemies of the State, there is not a very brilliant 
prospect for that revival which all who wish for the prosperity of 
Europe and the peace of the world, ardently desire, 


The Jewish Board of Guardians. 


‘Rue address which Mr. Srrener, the President, delivered at the 
annual meeting of the Board of Guardians on Sunday took a far 
more hopeful view of the position of the institution in relation to 
the work it was founded to perform than hes been adopted on any 
similar occasion for many years past. He was enabled to dv so 
because of the startling decrease in the number of foreign-horn 
Jews arriving in this country. The figures he gave form an index 
to the nature of the restriction which has recently been put into 
force. Thus, in 1906 the Board bad to deal with as many as 27,365 
cases of foreign-born Jews who had been in this country Jess than 
seven years. In 1910 the number of such applicants for the Boards 
charity was 584, and in 1913 it was 305, In 1920 the figure on thie 
score had dropped to twenty-three, and in 1923 it was no more than 
fourteen. There may, to be sure, be other causes to account for 
this striking diminution. But we may feel assured that the restric- 
tion of alien immigration into this country is the chief one. So far 
as the finances of the Board are concerned and, consequently, the 
elaim it has to make upon the public, this decrease in the number 
of its “clients” is, of course, abundantly satisfactory. But there is 
a wider view which the community cannot ignore. Mr, STIEBED 
told bis audience that there was no longer any need to consider the 
condition of affairs in the Jewries of Eastern Europe. which 
had so largely engaged the attention of himself and his pre- 
decessora in years gone by. His position doubtless is that 
as President he is called upon to look at Jewish affairs only 
from the angle of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Whatever 
the need for the emigration of our peop'e from Russia and Poland 
may be, that is not a question which interests the Board, seeing 
that there is a strong rampart of restriction which will effectually 
prevent any large accession to the numbers of those arriving in this 
country, who a few months after their arrival may be potentia! 
hepeticiaries of the Board. But this, it seems to us, is « short andl 
m marrow view. It is the view—the quite uatural view ~of a charity 
administrator. It is not that which would be taken by one elaiming 
to possess anything in the nature of what, for a better term, may be 
called Jewish statesmanship. For thousands and thousands of our 
people to be condemned to the condition in which thousands upon 
thousands of them are in Eastern Europe and bave no means t 
escape, may save the Board of Guardians here and, consequently, 
the community more or less in the way of money at the moment. 
Bat what is it going to cost, materially as well as moraly,in the 
future’ and from its share of that burden, if it eventuates, Angle. 
Jewry will not be able to escape. So thatthe cause of Mr, 
optimism and his rejoicing is hardly matter ior unalloyed satisfaction 
Still, he was justified when laying before the subscribers to the 
Board the position of affairs, as it is at the moment, to sound a 
note of relief because the pressure upon the Board’s resources is 
for the time being by mo means so exiguous as it bas been so 
frequently in the past. It is to be hoped that with the decreased 
demand upon the finances of the Board thus indicated, the com- 
munal purse, the charity fund of the community, will not in the 
aggregate become shrunken. We have always contended that the 
demands of the Board must first be supplied before those of any 
other institution. But there are other institutions, cither in acinal 
working or sadly needed and we trust it is not too much to expect 
that what the Board does not require and might otherwise have 
obtained, had there been no severe restriction of immigration. wi!! 
not remain in the communal pocket, but will be utilised for other 
purposes, the urgency of which there is no gainsayiny. 


An “Amusing” Interlude. 


THe usually drab, if not Rachinanuth-stricken, atmosphere 
which pervades the meetings of the Board of Guardiaus—and it is 
certainly difficult to regard the Board and its work os a laughing 
matter—-was relieved on Sunday iast by Mr. H. E. Beppinaron. He 
complained that the meeting was very dull and there was no 
interesting subject to discuss ; so he proceeded to relieve the ci nui 
by hauling in the Jewish Chronicle and applying to the effort his 
very peculiar humour, belabouring if until the sadness of the meet- 
ing must have turned to laughter and its lngubriousness to hilarity. 
Who could have failed to perceive the scintillating wit of Mr. 
BEDDINGTON’S pronouncement? He does us the honour of never 
omitting to read us, and the even greater honour of invariably 
disagreeing from us, and the only gratitude he can find i§ within 
him to express to ue is to call our lLeaderettes hysterical, and to 
gay that our sole purpose is to indulge in “stunts.” Yet he himself 
waa so far in a frame of mind, the opposite to that of judicial calm, 
that he, in order to enliven the meeting, produced the veriest mare's 
nest that any clumsy man ever lighted upon. He says that in one of 
our Leaderettes, we “ insinuated that because an applicant for relief? 
would not accept a position in which she would have to work on a 
Saturday, the Board would not accept her.” Our files are open to 
Mr. BEDDINGTON, and we are quite sure that if be cares to subject 
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them to the most minute examination, he will find that there has 
appeared up till now no reference Whatsoever, not a word in 
any leading article in our columns, upon the subject at all. 
We would ask Mr. Beppincron in his own words what was the 
good of thee — ell, hysterics? and bysterics is a moderate word to 
employ fcr tue unmitigated misstatement which he ventured. 
The President, Mr. STIEREL, seems to have been caught up in the 
rollicking fun etarted by Mr. BreppinatTon, because be said 
“there was not a suggestion that they refused help to 
people who would not work on the Sabbath.” Now, we 
are sorry to damp down all this amusement at our expense. 
But our readers, who cannot be expected to appreciate Mr. 
BEDDINGTON’S strange drollery, are entitled to know the truth. 
It can be told in simple language, and the facts are on 
record, so that he who runs may read them; and even Mr. 
BEDDINGTON, or Mr. STIEBEL, will be unable to deny them. Ata 
meeting of the Board which we reported on the llth February Mr. 
Jack Josern “ called attention to cases coming before the Board in 
which applicants, having been offered work, had refused it.” And he 
proceeded to cite the example of a girl offered work in a teashop at 
twenty-five shillings a week who had declined the employment. He 
went on to suggest “ that in such cases the Board should refuse relief. 
He quite agreed,” he said, “ that the Board couid not force applicants 
to work on the Sabbath, though his personal opinion was that in an 
English country people should work on Saturday.’’. Thus the 
suggestion, as Mr. STinven cails it, came from the Board itself and 
was not made by the Jewish Chronicle ! 


THE BOARD AND SABBATH WOKK. | 


WHAT next happened was, that our contributor “ MENTOR,’ 
in our issue of February th, referred to Mr. JACK JOSEPH'S 
speech, and made some comments upon that gentleman's suggestion. 
He also remarked that the employment involved a non-observance 
by the girl of the Jewish dietary laws, and he asked whether 
it was not a piece of “biatant illogicality’’ for a Jewish’ 
institution, bound morally at least by Jewish Law, to do as 
Mr. JACK JOSEPH bad suggested it should do, which was to refuse 
relief to anyone who declined employment, because it involved the 
desecration of the Sabbath and the neglect of Kashruth. It will 
thus be seen that it is the merest moonshine to say that 
our contributor had said that the Board had in fact refused 
relief to the girl to whom Mr. JAck Josern referred ; he did nothing 
of the kind. But he did point out thatthe President would go no 
further in reply to Mr. Josern's suggestion than to gay that the Board 
would not “ insist *’ on Saturday labour. Then in our issue of February 
29th, Mr. STIEBEL wrote to say “that this Board does not withhold 
relief from any person on the ground that he refuses emp!oyment, 
because it necessitates working on the Sabbath.” We appended to 
that a note, referring Mr. Stimpen to the report of Mr. Josern's 
speech, and saying that the statement be made in reply to Mr. 
JOSEPH'S advice was less definite than the one he made in his letter 
toourcolumns. Finally, the only other references to the matter that 
appeared in our pages was again made by our contributor “ Mentor."’ 
They were made in consequence of some remarks by Mr. I. LANDAU at 
a meeting of the United Synagogue Council, in which that gentleman 
appears to have shared in Mr. BEDDINGTON'S prime mare's nest, 
The position was explained very much as we are explaining it now. 
{n the course of that explanation, however, “ Mentor” used words 
which really go to the root of the question that has been raised. “I 
wish Mr. S7iepeL could have made it quite clear in hig letter” he 


said “that in no circumstances does the splendid institution over 
which he so admirably presides ever suggest to or urge upon persons 


receiving its charity to accept work which palpably means the 
disregard of the Sabbath or of other ordinances of our faith.” Now 
if Mr. BEDDINGTON, instead of indulging in hysterics which he 
80 deplores, bad been able to give a clear answer to that 
question, or if the President bad been able to do so, then 
the discussion initiated concerning the Jewish Chronicle at last 
Sunday's meeting might have been of some practical value. From 
what Mr, Stmepe. said in reference to the case in point, we are 
sorely afraid that he could not give any such assurance, and if thig 
be so, then itis childish (or worse) to whine about the damage done to 
the institution by such an intolerable position being exposed. Damage 
arises not from those who expose it but from those who create it, 
But Mr. BEDDINGTON not only defended this position, he went further. 
and had the temerity to declare that those who expect that a Jewish 
institution shall respect Jewish Laws and customs are bypocrites ! 
It is such a suggestion as was made by Mr. JACK JOSEPH, such 


viatant boasting of official inducement to Sabbath desecration as 


Mr. BEDDINGTON seems to glory in, and the evident reluctance of Mr, 
STIEBEL to take this matter beyond the region of doubt that is raising 
in the public mind much sinister questioning. For that the Jewish 
Chroniocte obviously cannot rightfully, in the remotest, be blamed. Our 
readers will readily see that, and they will readily see, too, why it is 
that both Mr. BepDINGTON and Mr, STizveL have entered into a sort 
of bond never to tuke any notice of what appears in the press, and

always to ignore what is said in these columns that does not happen 
to please them. But. then both Me, Srinnet and Mr. BEDDINGTON 
ought now to do the right thing according to the English method 
of public controversy. They will have discovered that they were 
totally in error in what they alleged against us, and that they 
maligned the Je vish Chronicle without the remotest ground. Even 
although it was only the press which they treated as they did, 
there is no reason why they should not make the amende due from 


them. 


The Manchester Jewish Hospital. 

Ir is sincerely to be boped that the earnest plea made by Mr. 
NATHAN LASKt, J.P., for funds for the extension of the Jewish 
Hospital in Manchester will meet with an ample and ready response. 
We would direct our readers to the report eleewhere of Mr. Laski's 
remarks, embodying the facts he laid before his audience. 
A perusal of his address will surely leave no doubt in the 
minds of any about the urgency, as well as the desirability, of 
the proposed ettension. MNarses’ quarters have to be provided, 
and sufficient beds to bring up the total to fifty-two, so that 
nurses training there may be enabled to take their certifi. 
cates recognised by the General Nurses Council. Beyond this, 
however, it is proposed to establish eight private wards where 
those who are too poor to bear heavy nursing-home and medical 
or surgical fees, and are yet so well off as not to desire to 
be attended free of any charge, may be accommodated for a moderate 
payment. The importance of this new departure, so far as this 
Hospital is concerned, cannot well be over-rated. It forms a scheme 
of real mercy and loving kindness, and falls in with the practice 
which is common in most of the large hospitals in the Metropolis. 
The good such a hospital as that for which Mr. LASKt appeals effects 
apart altogether from restoring to health those who become its 
patients,can be judged from the large proportion of non-Jews whom 
the Hospital serves. Every one of those non-Jewish patients, by 
bearing testimony to Jewish charity, Jewish consideration, Jewish 
goodness of heart, is doing not a little to eliminate ill-feeling 
between our people in the district and the neighbours among 
whom they live.

FOR THE BENEFI? OF THE DEAF. 


We announced in our issue of October 26th that Mr, Geoffrey E. 
Duveen, son of the late Mr, Henry J Duveen, iotended to allocate the sum 
of £15,000 to the University College Hospital for the purpose of providing 
for the most Complete antl modern treatment of the deaf. At the annual 
meeting of the hospital, held on Thursday of last week, with Bir Ernest 
Hatch in the chair, the geverous cff r of Mr Duveen was gratefu'ly 
accepted. Mr. Geoffrey Duvcen, who has himself suff.red from ear 
trouble, lost his only brother from the same cause, following upon an aitack 
of scariet fever.

“Hats Off!”

cz name of Mr. S. H. Emanuel, K.C., is likely to live long in 


the annals of Anglo-Jewry—longer even than all of us 

hope may be the tale of his years—as that of an eminent 

example, sadly and sorely needed, of consistency in the 
public life of the community. Mr. Emanuel was Chairman of the 
Jews’ College Council, an institution that was founded for pro- 
moting and maintaining orthodoxy in these islands and the vast 
rest of the world where the King’a writ runs. He found himself 
at the same time a member of the Executive of the Jewish 
War Memorial, pledged to altering. the orthodox character of 
Jews’ College by the ingemination within it of an institation 
designed for the teaching and, hence, for the propagation of many 
conceptions of Judaism other than the orthodox one. We need not 
stay to argue whether the plan of the War Memorial Executive, 
not yet defeated but rather u bad casualty at the deft hands of the 
Chief Rabbi, is good, bad, or indifferent. It isa scheme which seeks to 
deprive Jews’ College of its orthodox character, and if carried out 
must inevitably do so, 


It may be—I mention it only by way “of argument—actually 
desirable to alter the nature of Jews’ College as a teaching institution. 
It may be advisable to modify its orthodoxy and to render it what 
has been termed a “ mixer” College. Reform and” Liberal” Judaism 
and the abnormal extravagances of American Judaism, as favoyred 
either by the Cincinnati school, or by Rabbi Stephen Wise, or by 
that Rabbi (whose name for the moment has escaped me) whoa 
week or two ago devoted his Sunday sermon in a Jewish “ Temple” 
to denouncing the observance of Yom Kippur as a barbarism—these 
and many of the other strange and esoteric forms to which Jews 
from time to time twist and twirl the religious ideas that are vouch- 
sufed to them, when mixed up with Orthodoxy, may—or may not— 
form a delectable scholastic goulasech. But the point is that Mr. 
Emanuel saw that it was inconsistent on the part of the Chairman 
of Jews’ College to take a hand in any enterprise for “ monkeying ” 
with the orthodoxy of the College. He found the one position 
inconsistent with the other, and he resigned from the one 
to which his own opinions did not greatly tend. Why, when 
a public man essays to do the right and honest thing, and to 
give a lesson to the community on the necessity for making 
an end to sham and bumbug and make-believe—of square pegs in 
round holes, and inconsistency actually trumpeted as a virtue—the 
Chief Rabbi among others should have attempted to dissuade him 
is beyond my comprehension. 


Here the Chief Rabbi had been thundering, like a veritable little 
Jove, at the iniquity of the inconsistency which Sir Robert Waley 
Coben and others were endeavouring to implant upon Anglo-Jewry, 
under the persuasion of all the mawky gush with which it has been 
flooded ever since the War Memorial was instituted. Could not Dr, 
Hertz see that what was really awry with his community and was 
leading them in the way he so dep!ored, was precisely the recognition 
of inconsistency as something that betokened broadmindedness 
and toleration and all that sort of thing, while consistency is 
relegated to the level of something degraded and unworthy? Yet, 
when Mr. Emanuel bravely breaks away from the conventional 
moral fetters with which the community, in its public life, is bound, 
the Chief Rabbi, of all men, pleads with him to withdraw his deter- 
mination. That he thereby, by implication, gave a Chief Rabbi’s 
benediction to the War Memorial’s scheme of a Jewish Academy 
as consistent with the real purposes of Jews’ College, could not 
have occurred to him, Yet, he did so, For if aman who supports 
the Jewish Academy scheme ought, according to Dr. Hertz, to 
remain Chairman of Jews’ College, then it follows that the Academy 
scheme cannot be inimical to the purposes of the College. Let 
me take an extreme case and, af the same time, beg Mr. Emanuel’s 
pardon for making him, even indirectly, the subject of such an 
analogy. Suppose the gentleman occupying the position of the 
Chairman of Jews’ College Council elected to go over to the dominant 
creed, having conscientiously rejected the tenets of Judaism. Would 
Dr. Hertz, when that gentleman tendered his resignation as Chair- 
man of Jews’ College Council, because he felt that it would be 
somewhat inconsistent to occupy that position in his new religious 
situation. have begged of him to reconsider his decision? I am 
sure Dr. Hertz would not for an instant think of doing so, and if be 
had been consistent he would not have asked Mr. Emanuel to 
occupy @ position, which for him had become logically untenable, 
I have no doubt that the Chief Rabbi erred thoughtlessly on the 
occasion referred to, and allowed his kindliness of disposition to get 
the better of his reason. He did not like to feel that he had been 
to any extent instrumental in dislodging so excellent a man as Mr, 
Emanuel from a position he had filled with so much distinction, 
In short, it was not the Chief Rabbi or the dictates of his high 


office that made the appeal. The appeal was the echo of the Chief 
Rabbi's Herz. 


Yes, this inconsistency which Mr. Emanuel, it ie hoped, has done 
something to break down, this personal inconsistency, is the bane of 
ourcommunallife. Over our chief Synagoga!l organisation we have 
as President aman who quite frankly acknowledges that he is out of 
accord with the doctrines and practices of Judaism which that institu- 
tion was founded to uphold. He is no more inconsistent, however, 


_than Wardens by the score, who, from week in to week out, ignore 


in their personal lives every call which their religion makes 
upon them, and to stress which is the chief purpose of rearing 
Synagogues. Nor is he more inconsistent than the President of a 
Synagogue organisation which remains segregated from every other 
synagogue institution, because none of them is sufficiently orthodox, 
and yet apparently allows himself to be announced in the chief 
journal of the country as spending Christmas or Easter either at 
his country seat or elsewhere. 
* 


No less inconsistent are those members of the Shechita Board 
who regularly consume trefah meat, or a member of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians—Jewish be it noted—who calmly declares that 
the Board should not give any relief to any person who, baving the 
opportunity of a situation, refuses it because the work involves a 
dereliction of the Sabbath and a breach of the Dietary Laws. 
About this particular topic let me say, by way of parenthesis, that 
from what I have heard concerning a debate that took place last 
Sunday, I shall probably bave a word or two more to say upon it on 
another occasion. If it be true that a member of the Board 
inferentially acknowledged that he spent his Sabbath on the race- 
course, and denounced as bumbugs those who insist that a Jewish 
institution should give no countenance to breach of Jewish law and 
practice, then be will remain as the outstanding bad example of 
inconsistency, as Mr. Emanuel stands forth by his action in 


resigning from the Chairmanship of Jews’ College as an excellent 


example of consistency. 


Let me not be mistaken, There is nothing I loathe more than 
the prying upon people's private lives,or than men and women setting 
up for others a standard of religious conduct. From many points 
of view a man can be a good Jew without observing a single pre- 
cept in the Shulchan Aruch, and I know many a one who observes 
minutely every ordinance of Joseph Caro’s epitome and yet 
is not only a bad Jew but also a bad man, judged by any 


reasonable standard. For two-facedness and_ inconsistency 


your zealous Frommer, as he sometimes is, would take a 
lot of beating. Happily, religious observance, even to the 
smallest detail, is not only perfectly consistent with, itis essen- 
tially helpful to the living by anyone of the life of a good Jew and 
a good man. And I bave many in mind who have made their 
religion, even their super-orthodox conception of it, the hand- 
maiden of careers that must have been the glory of Heaven 
as they were the pride of earth. But that is not the point. 
The point is whether Judaism is not degraded and the 
Jewish Community made a laughing-stock, when the grossest 
inconsistency, humbug, and two facedness, are not only tolerated 
but encouraged officially in our Jewish institutions and whether, 
if the spirit of our people were better attuned to consistency 
in these matters, to straightforwardness and a looking of 
facts freely and clearly in the face, Anglo-Judaism would not 
be all the stronger, all the better—able the surer to perform its 
God-given mission, and to hold its children within the fold in 
honour to themselves and a blessing to countless generations yet 
unborn. I believe this better spirit would effect such a Jewish 
revival and that it is sadly needed, “Hats off!” therefore, to 
Mr. S. H. Emanuel, K.C.!

The annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
sanday at the ofMficesof the Board. Mr. ARTHUR STIFBEL, President, was 
in the chair.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The PRESIDENT delivered an address on the work of the Board. 
He said that it always had been the custom of his eminent 
predecessor, Mr. Cohen, to begin his annua! address by a genéral survey 
of the conditions of Jewry io all parts of the world, and in previous years 
he had followed that example. Bat that day he proposed to depart from 
those precedents. Those matters must always continue to interest them 
as Jews, but whether they liked it or whether they did not, they had forall 
practical purposes ceased to concern the work of that Board. They had 
only to compare the figures of relief to foreigners resident in Logland 
less than seven years, in the year 1925 and the three preceding years 
with those in 1915, and the preceding three years,to seethat. In 1920 the 
number of those cases was 25, in 1921-52, in 1922—11, and in 
Oo the other hand,in 1910 the number was in 1911 —401, ion 1912—349, 
andin 1915 3095, while in the aboormal year of 1906, the number of such 
cases was 2,363. The change had come about through no change of 
policy on the part of the Board. It migh*t be partly due to the excellent 
work done by the Temporary Shelter, but undoubtediy it was mainly due 
to the Emigration Laws. Let no one ran away with the idea that their 
work to-day was less than it was in former years. They still had a vast 
nomber of cases, both foreign and native—1!,900 foreign and 555 native 


aod they were forced to spend last year more than they bad spent in 
any pre-war year 


State Assistance. 

Year by year the problem had become more and more part and 
parcel of that desperately intricate subject, the Public Assistance question 
of London. Twenty years ago the State looked upon its obligation to 
its poorer citizens as a simple matter of pauper relief. To-day it took the 
view that the industrial conditions which prevailed had caused such 
inequalities that the State must do far more in the way of what was now 
called Pablic Aesistance. He hoped that the proposed amalgamation of 
the Unionsof Whitechapel, St. George's-in-the- Kast, Limehouse, and Mile 
Ead, would make it easier for the Board to work with the Poor Law 
Authorities. He would not venture to prophesy what, if any, Public 
assistance legislation they would get in the near fature, but it would pot 
it could not lessen the duty ofthe Jew. That duty had always been the 
taightiest of their traditions; it had always been enshrined ia their religion: 
ithad now become a civic duty. They must continue to look after their 
own poor. It each Jew was calling on his noblest and best feelings, and 
giving bis mite, be it little or great. be bad a right to expect that the 
Board and the other bodies who were acting as his almoners, should see 
that his contribution went as far as possible. Yes' And the State and 
their poor had the right, too. All were entitied to expect that there 
should be no overlapping between the charities and the poor law author! 
ties. All had also a right to expect that there should be no overlapping 
between the charities themselves. 

The Co Ordination of Charities. 

To consider what steps could be taken to avoid such overlapping,:a 
Council, consisting of the representatives of some thirty charities, was 
formed at New Courtin November last. The meeting appointed a smal! 
committee, consisting of eight persons, to consider the question. The 
Committee was at present hard at work, but their task was a long and 
dificult one. The total expenditure of the charities onder consideration 
was wellover £150,000 per annum. Any conclusions which were come to 
by the Council, whether as the result of the report of the Committe or 
otherwise, would, needless to say, not be binding unless and until the 
individual charities agreed tothem. He regretted to say that there wasa 
distinct increase in relief. The cases relieved by the Board in 192% 
numbered 2,414, as against 2,200 in 1922, 2,591 in 1921, and 2,550 in 1920. 
In other words, the past year had been the second worst of those four 
years. 

The Finances. 

Turning to the tinances of the Board, the President said that their 
deficit was still jast short of £18,000—bat it was almost £2,600 less than 
it was at the end of 1922. That was due partly to the fact that their 
relief expenditure was some £1,100 down, and partly also to the fact that 
they had received almost £5,000 more in legacies than they received last 
year. It wasalso due to the increase in subscriptions and donations, and 
in collections from Aid Societies. He noticed with great pleasure that the 
list of subscriptions and donations in the present year's report covered 
almost six more pages than was the case in the 1¥22 report. He did not 
think there were 4,000 donors and subscribers—buat they were nearing 
that mark. That was to say almost, if not quite, twice as many 
people gave now as did in 1920. That was a fine record, even if one 
allowed for 1920 being a somewhat abnormal! year, in consequence of the 
special appeal at the end of the year. Further, their donations exceeded 
those of last year, in spite of the fact that they had two specia! donations 
of 21,000 each in that year. He drew attention to the most satisfactory 
increase of the sums Gollected by Aid Societies. He wished to thank 
Mr, Cash and his Society for their efforts in that direction 


Subsidiary Committees. 
The number of loans granted by the Loan Committee in the current 
year was 2,488, an increase of 7$ on last year. The total amount lent 
Was £23,918. He was glad to say that the Committee had this year

They bad, however, been able to 
use the building for delicate children during the winter, and in that 
coupection the close working which they had e*tablished with the 
Brighton Committee was most satisfactory. They had terminated 
the leare of the CUbiidren’s home at Walton as the premises were 
becoming unsatisfactory, Ia consequence of the Rent Ac’s they had 
pot yet obtained possession of the Herne Bay house given by Mrs. 
Schlesinger. There had been a «light increase ia the number of children 
sent for long period convalescence. The convalescence question seemed 
to be in as bad a state as it was last year. lot he bad every bope that a 
large sum of money would shortly be placed at their di«posal for the 
purpese, which would enable them to put the whole matter on 4 more 
satisfactory besis. The Alimshouses Committee had been working 
satisfactorily, aod the Samael and Myer Home, be was glad to say, was 
now full. 


Tribute to Workers.

notice of anything that appeared in the Press. If they answered the 
Press, the paper would only publish a farther reply. He hoped that ip 
the future no notice would be taken of any of these leaderettes. 

Mr. M. CASH moved a vote of thanks to the President. He said that 
Mr. Stiebel had always been an earnest worker for the Board, but since 
bis election as President, he hed proved himself a wise administrator. 
Since he (Mr. Cash), bad been a member of the Board, he had endeavoure’: 
to create some interest among a section of the community that had not 
previously realised ita responsibilities. 

Mr. J. E. LEVITT seconded the vote. 

Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN, in supporting the vote, said that Mr. Stiebel

he bad never known a more assiduous, more energetic, zealous, and 
amiabie a Preride nt. 

Mr. 8. KARET also supported the vote. 

The PRESIDENT, in reply, said that he entirely agreed with what Mr. 
Beddington bad said about taking nonotice of whatappeared in the Press. 
It was only when he fouod that what appesred in the Jewish Chronicle 
was doing them harm right and left that he replied. They generally 
received great kindness from the Jewish Chronicle, and he wished the paper 
had enquired more carefully into the circumstances of this case. There 
was pot a suggestion that they refused help to people who would not 
work on the Sabbath, and the other suggestion, that the girl was to be 
underpaid and sweated, was absolutely unfounded. The place was 
specially chosen because it was right near her home. He was forced to 
answer the leader in the Jewish Chronicle. 

Mr. J. Prac, J.P., moved a vote of thanks to the staff, and paid a 
tribute to the zealous and sympathetic work of Mr. Benjamin and his 
colleagues. Mr. L. REES seconded the vote.

OPENING OF NEW PREMISES. 


The new premises of Sara Pyke House, the Hostel for Working Girls 
maintained by the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 


Women, were opened on Sunday by Lady Tock. The Home, formerly 
jocated in Great Prescott Street, has secured a bright and airy habitation 
at 99, Highbary Quadrant. The rooms have been tastefully farniahed, 
onda large garden adds to the amenities of the institution. Mrs. REGINALD 
REDDINGTON (to whose efforta the raising of the large sum reqaired for 
removal expenses was mainly due) presided, and the Chief Rabbi conducted 
a brief consecration service. 

Mrs. BEDDINGTON said that for years they had wanted to move their 
hostel from the East Ead to brighter surroundings. Now, through the 
great kindness and generosity of many friends, they saw that hope 
realised. Many of those friends were present, and she was glad to 
welcome them and thank them personally for all they had done. 

Lady TUCK having declared the buiiding open, 

The CHIEF RABBI said that the motto of the Jewish Association for 
the Protection of Girls and Women was contained in the wonderfal «ords 
ot Ezekiel, “I will seek that which is lost, and will ®ring back again that 
which is driven away, and will biod up that which is broken, and will 
strengthen that which is sick.” He need not teil them how in all the 
years of the existence of that Society they had carried out those divine 
words. Bat there was even something more sacred than all those tasks, 
and that was to prevent those near and dear to them frown being lost and 
outcast, broken or diseased in body or mind or soul. He wished the 
community at large would understand the sacredness of the general work 
that the Association was doing, and especially the work which that House 
had undertaken. The previous day in the old Jewish calendar was 
m6 3Y, the Sabbath of Purity, and in the Haphtorah read in the syna. 
gogues occurred the words, “I will plant withia you a new heart and a 
new spirit.” Would to God this new heart and spirit would animate the 
community, sothat they might recognise the giorious and holy work 
which the Association was doing, especially by means of Sara Pyke 
Hoase! A number of friends had shuwo their filial piety by namiog 
rooms in memory of departed parents or relatives, and rooms had been 
named in memory of D. Q. Henriques, E igar Cohn, Leslie Holt, Rose 
Micholis, and Rachel Jacobs. Tne C tef Rabbi then read Paalms of dedica- 
tion and some appropriate scriptural verses, concinding by invoking the 
Divine Biessing on the Home, its managers, and inmates. 

Lady Tuck said that although she had lately had her fil! of similar 
functions, sbe regarded it a sacred duty to be there and ask the dear 
girls to be house: within the walis of that beautiful building, to come 
“bome ” and enjoy the comfort, care, and happiness awaiting them. Two 
things were required—heilp and money. She hoped they would lack 
neither. She thanked the Committee for their kindness in asking ber to 
open the Home. 

Miss WALL, of the Industrial Schools Department of the Home Office, 
said that it was a very delightfal occasion which had brougnt toem 
together. She used to go about the country telling people to start similiar 
institutions like the old Sara Pyke House. During the warshe koew 
som-~thing of girls’ difficulties, turown into lodgiogs often very uncom. 
fortable ; the expenses were very high and the landiady rather uvfriendiy, 
while it was 80 lonely going back from work to theirowncompsny. Sara 
Pyke House, which she admired, had met that need. There was, how. 
ever, one thiog one could not admire aboutit. It was dark, ano! it was 
pot beautiful. From that sober chrysalis had buret that beautifal 
butterfly! She urged the girls to be prond of their work, however huwblie 
it might be, and to build up a tradition for those that came after them. 

Mrs. LESLIE PYKE, on behalf of the House Committee, presented 
bouquets to Mrs. Beddington aod Mrs. H. 8. Benjamin in recogauition 
of their devoted work in connection with the removal. 

Mra. BEDDINGTON, in acknowledging the gift, paid a tribute to the 
work of Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, the Hon. Architect. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE reviewed the history of the inatitution, 
and recalled the gen: rosity of the late Mr. Joseph Pyke, who bought a 
site and building io Great Prescott Street in memory of his wife. Some 
time before the war it was realised that it was desirable to move to a 
qaleter and more airy part of London, and that had only now been 
accomplished, Though the old building was larger the new home was 
“ homelier” and less expensive to maintain, The sum of £2,465 had been 
collected towards the removal expenses and new equipmen:, but a sum 
of £900 was still required. He hoped, either as a'result of the general appeal 
about to be launched or by special donations, that thatsum would be 
raised and sufficient fuads provided to maintain the Home, and, if 
possible, to open similar homes in other parts of the metropolis, as that 
was at present the only one of its kind, He urged the giris to co-operate 
in maintaining its homely atmosphere. 

Mr. A. R. MORO proposed a vote of thanks to Lady Tuck and the 
Chief Rabbi. He said that the question of raising funds for the Associa- 
tion’s work was a source of intense anxiety, and he expressed the hope 
that all present would do their best to make the appeal a success. 

The Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A., seconded the motion. 


The CHIEF RABBI, in reply, pledged himeelf to do his utmost on behalf 
of the appeal. He hoped that all Mr. Moro’s ambitions would be realised.

Sin, It is scarcely necessary for me to say that the virtual defeat of 
the projected incorporation of a Reform Academy in Jews’ College is 
highly gratifying from the point of view of Orthodox Judaism.

Only a little while back, if I recollect rightiy, the Chief Rabbi referred 
to the Berkeley Street Synagogue in terms of praise, as a synagogue that 
stood for the Angio-Jewish position in theology. To imply, as the Chief 
Rabbi did in his remarks, that men like the Revs. Morris Joseph and 
a Isidore Harris were out to promulgate ideas destructive of Judaism. or to 
inculcate aoti-Jewish doctrines, was to bave uttered, no doubt unwittingly 
but none the leas mischievously, a slander sgainst ianocent, honest, and 
God-fearing men. I write these words as one who has not the slightest 
interest in the details of the dispute between the Executive of the Jewish 
War Memorial and the Chief Rabbi; butasa youog Jewish minister— 
although not under the Chief Rabbi's jariadiction—I looked to the spiritual! 
head of the community for a pattern and model of graciousness, kindli- 
ness, and tolerance for every shade of Judaism, which, I am sure, the 
gentiomen whom Dr. Hertz attacked love and revere as much as the 
Corie f Rabbi himself. To charge the Synagogue—associated with honoured 
Jewish pame+ such as Gold«mid, Magnus, Mocetta, Henriques, Waley, 
and Lowy— with anti-Jewish tendencies is not seemly and not proper. 
One would not dream, from a perusal of the Chief Rabb’s remarks, that 
Reform Jewry contains within its ranks able and learned defenders of 
the Hialacha in its ethical aspects, as a life-discipline, though not asa 
code to be obeyed in toto. 

What of a Reform Academy Prefessor like Jacob Z. Lauterbach, of 
the Hebrew Union College?

We 
differ from them in the details of practice, but these are minor differences. It 
f 54 i@ true, that many of the lawe and regulations of the Talmudic Halacha have 
. 3 been discarded by us. Many of the practices taught by the ancient teachers 
have been abolished, because they outiived their usefulness. Many of the ritual 
forms and reiigious ceremonies which served the ancient teachers as vehicies 
for religious ideas have ieen changed or modified. However, all these 
differences in custom and p actice do not institute essential differences between 
usand our predecessors, the Ralbis of old. The existence of these differences 
does not indicate an interruption in the continuity of the Jewish tradition. On 
the contrary. their very presence emphasises this continuity, for change does 
not a! ways indicate a break with the past. In instituting these changes, we are 
mere!y Going the same thing as our ancient teachers. The Halacha, as a com-

From Mr. A. M. Hurwitz. LL.B. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—The extraordimary proceedings at the meeting of the Jewish 
War Memoria! Council call for considerable thought on the part of al! those 
who are interested in the welfare of Judaism, and in the welfare of 
Anglo-Jewry. Those especially who have contributed to the Jewish War 
Memorial, either money or time, ought to reflect ery seriously as to the 
present situation revealed by what was saidatthatmerting. It has shown 
exactly what are the present tendencies inthe Community, and, as euch, 
may be welcomed by anyone who has ever paused to contemplate whither 
we are drifting. As one who has given some of his time in humbleefilorts 
on behalf of the Jewish War Memorial Educational schemes, perhaps I 
may be permitted to draw the attention of your many readers to some 
aspects which deserve careful study. 

In the ficst place, itie the daty of every Orthodox Jew to render thanks 
to the Chief Rabbi for the most courageous act of his career. He bas 
shown some of the doubters in the Orthodox camp that he will not com- 
promise with persons—or sechemes—who or which will undermine the 
faith of which he is the official representative. Kefortn Judaism is the 
insidious poison which has done more to destroy our people than even the 
bitterest of our external foes. Yetascheme which was launched with 
such phrases as the “Trampet of Sinai,” is to provide for teachings 
which might be termed “the blasts of Wellhausen!” Throvghont the 
protracted negotiations on the question of the “Academy of Jewish 
Learning "-—we, poor Orthodox Jews, have, of course, no claim to” Jewish 
Learoing "—the attitude of the Chief Rabbi was not too clear. Now we 
koow that all his ¢fforts were directed towards the one aim of 
preserviog inviolate the Seminary wherce are to be fed our “starving 
pulpits.” He had no desire for any “ hermaphrodite ” college, such as the 
proposals before the Conncil involved. So, we must, indeed, thank the 
Chief Rabbi for his spirited protest which if Il may say so— exudes true 
Judaism in every sentence. 

The title of the Chief Rabbi to the designation of “ Orthodox” will be 
still more clear to all when the various insults thrown at bis head are 
considered. Orthodox Rabbis are not unaqeainted with such conduct on 
the part of the lay leaders of the community. It is, indeed, remarkab'e 
that some of the critics were only too ready to support Dr. Hertz when 
they imagined— ono another occasion—that he was becomivg an exponent 
of their Pseudo-Judaism. Jer). sap.' There is, however, a much more 
important matter. 

Those who read and digested the various speeches that were made 
at the Ministers’ Conference of last year will learn. with surprise that 
some of the reverend gentiemen who then protested against any reforms 
in the Ritual—as they should have done—see nothing deplorable in the 
establishment of an Academy, the primary object of which is to inatil 
inte the minds of the students that the standards of right and wrong 
which our Torah bas set down can be altered at the mere whim of ail 
and sundry. To them I would say, what does it matter what service is 
held on the Sabbath if the worshippers have desecrated «very hour of 
that day? Judaism ia nota religion of services and nothing else. One 
year at the Academy will soon outweigh twenty yearsof prayer according 
to the orthodox ritual. By all means preserve that form of prayer, but 
remember that you have a wore important duty as orthodox ministers, 
viz., to defend all the teachings which have been hallowed by the 
sufferings of countiess millions of our ancestors. 

Why has all this controversy arisen? It is entirely due to the 
vacillation of Orthodox Jews when the Jewish War Memorial was first 
mooted. A scheme which was formulated in order to win bick our youth 
into the fold shouid have had nothing to do with the Left Wing of the 
Community, nor with, what “Mentor” has often termed, the “leaving wing.” 
If you want to get the sheep back into the fold you do not break down the 
fences first. My own (pretty intensive) experience of working am sng 
the youth has taught me that there are only two classes of these, either 
they are inclined to Religion, and then you can, by properly-directed. 
efforts, train them to be strictly orthodox, no matterin what line of iife 
they may be, or they are absolutely indifferent. Those young men and 
women who appear to fisck to Reform Services would have done so 
equaily well to Orthodox Services had the same time, trouble, and 
expense been taken. Bat Orthodox Jews sanctioned the arravgement, 
and so the War Memorial has reached the present position as the strictly 
logical outcome of the first mistake; the precedent of admitting non 
Orthodox congregations will no doubt be used again and again to the 
detriment of orthodoxy. Whether under the wgis of Jews’ College or 
not, the Academy, which the Jewish War Memoria! is about to set up, will 
uoedo any work that might otherwise be echieved. The whole scheme 
should he fought. 

There are many other lessons to be drawn from the events which, I 
am sure, all right-thinkiog Jews will deplore. It isthe bounden duty of 
ail such pecple to give the Chief Rabbi every support to enable him to 
change the tense of his quotation (“ No compromise, gentlemen, we are 
winning”) from present to past. If we lose now through apathy on the 
part of those who are with us, our consciences will never be clear. To 
arms! Toarms! Our duty must be done!

It would seem that in all sorts of environm+nts the Jew 
outlived his neighbours,in Western no less than in Eastern Europe, in the 
comparatively decent surroundings of, say, Amsterdam, equally with 
those of Lemberg or Cracow. The phenomenon does not seem to bave 
been a peculiarity of the first quarter of the present century, since 
wherever returns are available, they indicate the same result for earlier 
p rioda. Here, for instance, are a few figures for Prussia; they show 
the average mortality for the years named per 1,000 of the population : 
1822—40. Jews, 21°61, Gentiles, 29°61; 1-41—66, Jews, 15 93, Gentiles, 
2912; 1880—1900, Jews, 1571, Gentiles, 2908; 1901—8, Jews, 14°12, 
Gentiles, 19.43. 

Apparently in the struggle for physical existence, Jews survive 
to a greater extent than Gentiles If this be true, and the figures 
quoted certainly support the statement, it is nothing sbort of remarkabie. 
A people that has suffered oppressions innumerable at ail times and in 
many lands, that has been couped up ia narrow ghettos, that bas bad to 
bear bodily and mental persecutions, far from having its virility crushed, 
bas survived wondrously. Records for early centuries are difficult to 
obtain, but such as are available teil thesame tale. The Swisschronicier. 
Tschudi, gives an account of the devastations of the Black Deatb, and 
remarks that the Jews escaped from its onslaughts. There are other 
witnesses to the same ¢ffect, and their testimony is supported by the 
numerous instances in many lands of attacks on Jews by angry mobs 
who saw that while they themselves were decimated by epidemics, the 
Jews rewained immune. It was normal for medieval minds to imagine 


that if the Jew escaped, he did so only because he was in league with the

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Canning Town Synagogue. 
CONSECRATION BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


A large congregation assembled on Sunday of last week, at 269, Barking 
Road, at the consecration, by the Chief Rabbi, of the Canning Town 
Synagogue. Two tebets were unveiled by Messrs. L. Secunda and 
BB rman respectively.

Can a more reasonable explanation be given, one that may appeal to 

modern minds? The question is not easy to answer definitely, since so 
many considerations enter into it, physical and p*ychologica!, medios! and 
social, some relating to beredity and others to environment. Yet in a 
rough and ready way it would seem that three main reasons wil! explain 
the fact, firmly established, that in any given social group more Jews 
remain alive than Gentiles. The first is that on the whole fewer Jewish 
than non-Jewish babies die; the second, that Jews are not addicted to 
alcobol ; and the third, that Jewish ritua! laws are highly hygienic. 

Infant mortality is a many-sided question which, to be adr quately 
discussed, needs special consideration. But so mach may be said here— 
that breast feeding has been an old practice among Jewish mothers; 
indeed, it would not be saying too much that all the ghetto babies during 
the centuries were breast-fed babies. The Talmud lays down strict 
regulations in this regard. Breast feeding was to continue for two years ; 
during this period the mother was to have less work and more food; 
wr ad pomp aps 
she was to abstain from food likely to be barmfu'; she was to wash 
the child abundantly; and when it was weaned eggs and milk were 
prescrib: d as ite principal food. 

That Jews are free from alcoholic excesses is too well known to 
need stressing. It may be that Jews eat too much ; they certainly do not 
drink too much. 

Bat the most important reason of all is to be found in the hygienic 
character of many ritual ordinances. Jews have always valued life higbly, 
and it is said that they are among the best customers of the doctor. Often 
enough, in his determination to get well, the Jew will not content himself 
with the advice of one doctor; he will go to more than one—at the same 
time. Those who are acquainted with the great medical specialists of 
Berlin and Paris will koow that they are consulted by Jews who travel 
huodreds of miles from Eastern to Western Europe in search of the best 

medical help. Those who bave been to the well known bealth resorts in 
Central Europe will know how great is the number of the Jewish visitors 
who bail from all parts of the world. 

But beside these psychological considerations, the actual prescrip. 
tions of the ancient Religious codes must be accounted as of primary 
importance. The ordnances relating to kasher food, the dietary laws as 
a whole, the laws regulating married life and the family, al! have an 
hygienic value which cannot be too highly praised. Religion, morality 
and bygiene may be said for the Jew to beinterchangable terms. As the 
Mishoa says, cleanliness is not only next to Godliness, but actually leads to 


If Jewish history bas a lesson to teach, it is that Jewish life made of 
Jewa a bardy stock. The question for to-day is whether the bardy stock 
is still being produced. Are we continuing as of old, or are we as a race 
deteriorating? It may be that in Pal: stine Jews will! still be virile. Bat 
are they coutinuing to be virile in the Diaspora? It is not easy to answer 
the question. The first requisite is statistics. Statisticsare the very base 
on which our whole communal life rests, and we know nothing of it. It 
is most necessary to discover whether Jewish mortality is still below the 
mortality of Gentiles. If it is not, we should at least know whither we 
are tending. What matters it.whether the Academy has its address at 
Qaeen Square House—if the virility of the race be declining? If assimi. 
lation bas sapped our marrow—and it may well be that ithas, for the 
sigas are not wantiog—are we not foolish to quarrel over theological 
differences? A Jewish Statistica! Society might help as, as it were, to feel 
our palse, and for that the time has long arrived.

The League of Nations. 
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‘NORTH LONDON CONFERENCE, 


R WA Jewish Conference on the League of Nations was held last Sunday at 
the Joel Emanuel Hall, Egerton Road, under the auspices of the Stoke 
Newington Branch of the League of Nati ns Union and the North London 
Liberal Congregation. Mr. Maurice L. PERLZWEIG, B.A., who presided, 
said that it was proposed to hoid these conferepces twice a year in order 
to discuss the business of the League from the Jewish point of view, and 
to help as Jews in spreading the League itea and helping the work of the 
Union generally. His congregation had « fiiliated themselves to the Usion, 
and be hoped other Jewish congregations would do likewise. He also 
boped that one of the results of the meeting would be that they would 
come into closer contact with the Jewish Peace Society. 

Mr. S. SHERMAN, M.A., B.Sc., of the League of Nations Union Head. 
quarters, spoke oo the achievements and prospects of the League. Its 
importance for Jews, he said, lay particularly in its work in connection 
with the rights of minorities. The Polish Government was deliberately 
preventing Jews from obtaining full education, and he hoped that 
that difficulty would be brought before the next Council of the League. 

The Rev. JOHN 8. HARRIS, Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Peace 
Society, said thatit was the ideals of the Hebrew prophets that they were 
trying to-day to realise, to protect c vilisation from the terrors anc the 
anotbilation that threatened mankind. The security of the nations 
depended upon the joint conscience of their fellow nations. 

Ia the course of a discussion, a suggestion was made that the League 
should controi the expressions of opinion ia the press on international 
matters. Ia reply, Mr. SHERMAN said that while he admitted the great 
evii done by a section of the press, it was a still greater evil to suppress 
publicopinion. He thought the question resolved itself into one of educa. 
aa which would make people choose papers that expressed decent

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
wits 


Dr. D. LVOVITCH. 


ERY great interest is being taken in responsible Jewish 

circles in the project for Jewish colonisation in South 

Ruesia and the Crimea, now being discussed by the Russian 

Government. Important as the scheme is in itself, it is only 
one manifestation of the widespread movement forsettiing on the land 
the Jewish refugees from the 
destroyed townships io Central 
and Eastern Europe, for whom 
agriculture is now practically 
the only safe occupation. Dr. 
D. Lvoviteb, a member of the 
Central Board of the “ O.R.T.” 
(‘Society for the Promotion of 
Trades and Agriculture among 
the Jews), who represented 
the South Russian colonies 
in the RKussian Constituent 
Assembly in 1917, bas spent 
some weeks in London in 
connection with the establish. 
ment of the Jewish Recon. 
struction Fand. In an inter. 
view with a_ representative 
of the Jewish Chronicle, Dr. 
Lvovitch had some interest. 
ing particulars to. give of the 
Crimea project and of other phases of Jewish colonisation activity. 


| Jewish Settlement in Russia. 

What is the maio purpose of your visit to London ” 

“The immediate aim of the members of the central bodies of the 
‘O.R.T.,’ whom Lrepresent, is the establishment and proper development 
of the Jewish Reconstruction Fund, which will carry on the work of 
settling Jewish agriculturists wherever possible, and also as far as 
possible of promoting trades among the Jews by organising on proper lines 
the supply of tools, machinery, aod raw materiais to artisans. Besides 
the ‘O R.T.,’ other Jewish organisations interested in reconstruction 
work will be invited to participate io the management of the Fund 
As this fand is registered in London, the support of Eaglish Jews is of 
paramount importance. | 

“The work of settling Jews on the land,” said Dr. Lvovitch, “has up 
to the present been carried on by the ‘O R.T.,’ with the assistance of the 
lea, the War Victims’ Fund, the Jewish World Relief Conference, 
and the Joint Distribution Committee ; and in the last three years, many 
thousands of Jewish families have been helped by the restoration of 
their colonies, and settied on the land. Io the last few months. 
in the Odessa district alone, #95 families have been settled and 
have received 12 500 d ssiatins (50.000 acres) of land. Now, however. 
that the organisations that sprang up during the war for the assistance of 
the Jewish victimsare winding up their activities, the only way to solve the 
probiem of recoustructica amoog the Jews cf Rassia and other countries 
is to place the work on a business-like footing, and to raise a fund which 
would give assi«tance on credit terms to all productive Jewish elements. 

“The Soviet Government has expressed its willingness to give free 
allotments of laad to those willing to till them, and it has been ca!culated 
by agricuitural experts and by the ‘O.R.T.’ Central Committee in Moscow 
that, with the gift of free land, the cost of settiing a family in South 
Russia and the Crimea would be only £150, which could be repaid overa 
period of twenty years. Even allowing for six per cent. interest, this 
would amount to only £10 a year, an even smaller sum than-the Russian 
peasants bad to pay yearly to the State Bank before the war. 

“For this scheme,” continued Dr. Lyovitch, “which has arisen 
naturally from the modern urge of the Jew to agriculture. it would of course 
be necessary to raise a loan, which could be guaranteed by mortgages on the 
farms of the settiers; and it has been suggested that this question should 
be considered also by the Jewish Reconstruction Fund, which has now been 
registered in London with a capita! of one million doliars. The object of 
the Fund ts to give credit to Jewish artisans and agriculturists in Rassia 
and other East European countries who are unable to obtain it or have to 
pay very heavy interest—sowetimes as wuch as five per cent. per month. 
The Fand will function through the medium of various institations, such 
as, for instance, the Co-Operative Tool Supply Co., Ltd., which has just 
been registered in London. Ia my opinion, the Fund should inclade in 
the scope of its activities the formation of large settlements such as 
that projected in the Crimea.” 


The Crimean Scheme. 

What is your opinion of the prospects of Jewish settlement in the 
Crimea ” 

“T am personally very much in favour of the ssheme. From the 
report of a commission of agricultural experts, including among its 
members Dr. Rosen, of the Joint Distribution Committee, and Dr. 
Labarsky, which has been investigating the country from the point of 
view of the possibility of forming Jewish agricultural settlements there, 
i6¢ appears that Northern Crimea presents most suitable conditions.

How are the necessary funds for the undertaking to be obtained?

at once, and the opinion has been expressed that a £1,000,000 loan migh: 
be launched, under the guarantee of mortgages on individual farms 
which would enable the work to be started. There is every reason t. 
believe that such a loan might be easily paid off by the Jewish Settlers 
within twenty years. Then, again, Dr. L. Bramson and Dr. A. Singalovsky 
who are in the United States on behalf of the ‘O.R.T.,’ and the Recon 
struction Fund, inform us that great interest in the question of Jewish 
colonisation is displayed by Jewish public workers in that country, and 
I nope that, with their assistance, there will be no difficulty io raisin 
the necessary sums, both for the Keconstruction Fuod and for othe:

What measure of autonomy would be granted to such a settlement ”

“that the Crimean scheme is in some way in competition with Zionism 
I am totally unable to see where the two conflict. The ‘O.R.T.,’ as | 
have already explained, has no political aims whatever. How ever many 
Jews may ultimately settle in Palestine, the great bulk of our people must 
always remain in the Diaspora. In the Crimean colony they would be 
settied in a compact mas; there would be no more of the incessant 
need for emigration, and there would be an end to the competition in 
certain professions with non-Jews, which has been so frequent a cause of 
anti-Semitism. Furthermore, any inhabitants of the colony who should 
ultimately emigrate to Palestine would be trained agricuiturists, and a . 
healthy and valuable element in the upbuilding of the country.”

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The Vitality of Error. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


About 500 BC.F., there arose a class of philosophers who decided to 
-opfine their energies to the sphere of the known and the practical. They 
were called Sophiste, or “men of wisdom,” for they came as teachers of 
-outh Hitherto the philosophers had only lectured on metaphysical 
‘hemes. It was a movement for higher education. But there was a fear 
that the special training for success in debate which they favoured might 
ead to a desire to win rather than a desire for truth ; and thus it came 
about that a Sophist came to mean a d: ceptive pleader, who covered his 
‘alse theories by plausible language. Sophistry came to mean fallacious 
-easoping, and this historical slander has passed for two thousand years. 
Bat among the first to disclose the actual truth about the Sophists, to 
show that they were “a much calumniated race,” that there were sophists 
and sophists, just as there were philosophers and philosophers, was the 
historian Grote. The vindication, however, came almost too late. 
sophistry, as a synonym for sham logic, has passed into language. It is 
«o defined io all dictionaries. The slander will live in spite of the 
lenonncement; for error is a power on earth as well as truth. 

We are reminded by the recently-issued work by Travers Herford, on 
“The Pharisees,” that a somewhat similar libel on this sect of Jews has 
eurvived to our day. More than 2,000 years ago, our people were divided 
into two great parties—the Pharisees and the Sadducees. The latter were 
the descendants of the old aristocratic priestly families, and believed in 
maintaining all the privileges and honours of the priestly class, and con. 
fining all religious rites tothem. The Pharisees represented the popular 
class who believedin making Judaism democratic, with every man as his 
own priest, with the right to perform for himself every ceremonial function. 
(gain, the Sadducees were fashiouable, worldly, ambitious, belleved in 
cultivating Greek arts and manners, in managing the Jewish State as 
other States were manaded, aud baving representatives at the Courts of 
other nations. The Pharisees were opposed to this policy. And whilethe 
Pharisees were zealous to obey every religions rite in the Mosaic 
and Rabbinical law, and were much more scrupulously observant 
of every ceremonial observance, the Sadducees were more rational 
in their principles but less firm’ in their beliefa. They would not 
accept the Oral Law. Oo the whole, the Pharisees were the self 
sacrificing, patriotic, pions party of the common people. Each party 
had its scapegraces. Even the Pharisees had theirs. The 
Talwud bitterly denounces the false Pharisees--the “ painted ones, who 
do evil like Zimri, and then claim reward like Phineas.” Who are the 
genuine Pharisees? asks the lalmud, they whodothe will of their Father 
in heaven, because they love Him.” 

The Founder of Christianity also denounced the false Pharisees. His 
followers have taken up his condemnation, and supposed it to apply to ai! 
Pharisees, forgetting that Jesus himself was a Pharisee of the Pharisees, 
and that he only denounced those who were hypocritical. The whole 
burden of the teachings of Jesus was against the rich political party in 
power..who were the Sadducees. He threw in his lot with the masses, 
the poor, the Pharisees, those who intensely believed in the “ kingdom of 
heaven.” The Sadducees died out with the fall of the nation, but the 
Pharisees survived as the only Jews. We are the descendants of the 
Pharisees to-day Dut just because Jesus of Nazareth denounced the false 
Pharisees, a blind obstinacy has persisted in believing that the condemaa 
tion applied to all Pharisees. Henceforward, they were to be known 
as a race of bypocrites—form-worsbippers, observers of ceremonies and 
ignorers of thespirit. To-day, the word meansa pions fraud, one who uses 
the cloak of religion to be successful in evil. They have now found a 
defender in Travers Herford, as the Sophists have found a defender in 
f;rote. 

it has alas! been the lot of our race to be the victims of more popular 
errors than any other people. We have been the great misunderstood 
class of history. Among the excuses offered by the Gentile for the 
persecution of the Jews, the most familiar was that they always stole a 
Christian child, killed it, and used its blood to make their Passover cakes. 
The innocent Jews bumbly denied the slander. But they were not believed, 
and many were batchered each Easter because of their fancied crime. 
The same accu-ation was brought against the Christians, when 
they were a small sect persecuted by the Romans. Week after 
week misstatements and wmisrepresentations about the Jews are 
thundered from the pulpits, deepening the false impressions about us, 
infusing all literature with false beliefs about Judaism and the Bible, 
until some of the very Hebrews themselves have come to believe that 
Judaism was arrested development, that the picture of God in our Bible 
was stern and cruel, that no spiritual religion was taught till Jesus came, 
that all virtues and all good take their date from thattime. We point to 
the stubborn facts of history, we point to the prophets, we point to 
rabbinical ethics, we point to the purity of Jewish domestic life—the pro- 
testis of no use, we are in a hopeless minority. Alas! the truth of the 
Arab proverb-—“ Long is the life of a lie.” Half the world to-day is 
holdipg fast to the errors that the other half has outgrown. There are 
millions to-day who refuse to be convinced, who persistently deny tpe 
self-evident. Falsehood has among its allies prejudice, ignorance, and 
indifference, and it will be a bard fight to lay the monsterlow. The 
struggle between the spirit of darkness and falsehood, and that of light 
and truth, of the Persian legend, hasbeen going on since man appeared on 
earth, When will the end be? When will truth live without a rival— 
when will the epitaph of error be written? 
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Ludendorff Acquitted. 


Hitler Sentenced to Five Years’ Imprisonment. 
our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 


The Manich Court delivered jadgment last Taesday in the Bavarian 
treason trial The jadges decided by a majority of four to ascnait 
Ladendorf. Hitler, Dr. Weber, political director of the Oberland League. 
Colonel Kreibel, leader of the Irregulars, and Vana Pohner, formerly Chief 
of Police in Miinich, were each sentenced to five years’ impriscement 
and anominal fioe. Five other defendants, Lieuts. Pernet (Lodeudorff'« 
stepson), Wagner, and Brockner, Major Roehm, and Wilhelm Frick 
(formerly Chief Inepector of the Miiaich Police) were each sentenced to 
fifteen months’ imprisonmentand «mail fines. The first four were ordered 
to pay the costs of the trial or suffer a further twenty days’ imprisonment. 
After a period of six months, if they have been of good behaviour, they 
will be released The others also have to pay costs, or apend seven 
additional daysio prison. No order for costs was made against Ladendorf. 

The acquittal of Ladendorff is attributed to the fact that any action 
against him by the Court would bave ied to demonstrations among the 
Nationalists throughout Germany. 

Great enthusiasm greeted the verdict. and some rioting occurred. the 
police being obliged to use their clubs on the crowd.

New French Cabinet. 


Mr. Bokanowski Minister of Marine. 
(From our Correspondent. PARIS. 


The new French Cabinet just constituted by Mr. Poincaré, inciades 
among its members one Jew—Ur. Maurice Bokanowski, the Mint«ter of 
Marine. Mr. Bokanowsk!i, who is forty-five years of age, was born at 
Havre, of a well-known family of merchants. The pew Minieter, who 
has been called to the Paris Bar, entered political life in 1914, as Deputy 
for the Seine, and soon became koown for his mastery of economic and 
financial questions. When war broke out, he rejoined the army. 
Originally a Lieutenant, he rose to the rank of Stafl-Major of a Division 
on the Eastern front, and was more thao once mentioned ia despatches. 
He was one of those on board the ill-fated Provence when she was 
torpedoed, and bis courage and presence of mind on that occasion were 
mentioned in an Army Order. Oo resuming his place ia the House, Mr. 
Bokanowski served on a number of commissions. For some years he has 
been General Reporter op the Bodget, aad during the last few months he 
has acted as a reporter on the new fiaaccial schemes voted by Parilament 

Jews have on a number of occasions been members of the French 
Government. Without counting Achille Fould, who lett the faith, Michel 
Goudchaux, was Mioiater of Finance in 1545, and Adolphe Crémieux was 
Minister of the Republic tn the same year and of the “ N ational Defence ” 
Government of 1570. Sabsequent to the d: Balte establishment of the 
Republic, there have beeo David Kaynal, who was Miniater of the laterior, 
aod Etouard Millaad, Minister of Publie Works. Ia recent years, Mr. 
L. L. Kiotz has been Mingister of Finance, and in that capacity was one 
of the French delegates to the Peace Conference, Mr. Edouard Ignace aad 
Mr. Masse have been U oder. Secretaries of State forMilitary Law, and Mr. 
Paul Strauss bas just been Minister of Heaith for a period of two years. 


New Chief Rabbi of Belgium. 


Installation Ceremony.

The Proposed Home for the Dying. 
- 
From Mr. L. Schaverien. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirk,—Your columns have given publicity to a scheme which is now 
being mooted—the foundation of a Jewish Home for the Dying. Before 
the community ventures upon this new Institution, I think I am 
expressing the opinion of many besides myself when I say that a great 
many conditions have to be considered. 


The first obvious argument is the multiplicity of homes and institu. 
tions in our community and the problem of supporting them. Ata time 
like this, when purses are impoverished and business is cramped, the idea 
of inflicting an additiona! strain upon an alrea:iy overburdened community 
cannot be lightly entertained. But I lay aside that argument, because, 
ifa thing is urgently required, then ways and means must be found, but 
the proposed scheme seems to have graver objections, The very name, 
“Home for the Dying,” or if some substitute be found—" Paradise.” as 
suggested, still connotes death, and I am not far wrong if I interpret the 
psychology of our people as revolting at this idea. ‘ Abandon hope, a)! 
ye that enter bere,” is not a motto that a Jew would like to see fastened 
upon the doors of any institution. Death, we know, is inevitable, but so 
long as there is breath, there is hope, and just as the many non-Jewish 
institations which house the dyiog during their last days have removed 
from their title the suggestion of death, so we should be carefa! to avoid 
the foundation of any institution which wiil bear this denotation 

Now to come to the actual problem of what is required. It is a hard 
thing, both for Jews and their relatives, to think that our brethren who 
are denied, by poverty, the comforts of a home where they can be tended 
in their last iilness, should have to die ia infirmaries or in non-Jewish 
surroundings. Certainly the closing scene should be among Jews where 
all the facilities of prayer and Jewish rites are at hand. It is our duty 
to further this end, and it seems to me that such a possibilitity lies closer 
to our doors than those who are promoting the new scheme are 
disposed to believe, 

Oaly this morning I received a copy of the report of the Londou 
Jewish Hospital; I bave read it and re-read it with amazement and with 
gratification. In the face of terrible odds, in opposition to a large part 
the community who held aloof from the project, enormous strides hav« 
been made, and it is satisfactory to know that that opposition is gradual!) 
belong worn down and that many of those who originally cursed the 
Jewish Hospital have come to bless it. Io the space of a few years 
the hospital bas taken its place among the medical iostitations of th« 
metropolis. It is non-sectarian while it is Jewish. I understand that 
the original idea of the hospital, for which plans are alreacy to existence, 
was to build three extra wards. Sufficient money has not justified this 
development up till now. But here, it seems to me, is the culmination 
of the scheme of the London Jewish Hospital! and of the new project of a 
home for the dying. If such an idea can be carried out, the double pur- 
pose will be served, the work of the hospita! will be more widely recog: 
nised and extended, and the need of a iast nursing home for those im 
eztremis will have been met. 

Some time ago, the Lion Hospital Aid Society (of which I am a 
member) disc sed the idea of raising faods for a home for the dying. There 
was a great deal of opposition to this scheme, both on sentimental and on 
practical grounds; I helped to lead the opposition, not for destructive 
reasons but for the reasons indicated in this letter. But many of my 
friends as well as myself would gladly assist any constructive scheme 
such as I have adumbrated, and I can promise on their behalf, as well as 
on my Own, substantial contributions to an enlarged Jewish hospital with a 
witd or wards reserved for such cases as would be incladed in the 
category of patients entering a home for the dying.

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“Disraeli and the Jewish Question.”

ADDRESS BY MR. C. M. PICCIOTTO. 


Oo Satarday evening a lectare on “ Disraeli and the Jewish Question ” 
was delivered by Mr. Cyril M. Picciotto, at the Jewish Institate The 
Chief Rabbi presided. 

Mr. PicctoTTo said that Disraeli occupied a definite place in Jewish 
nistory. As was well known, Disraeli sprang from the Sepbardi branch 
4 the Jewish community. His grandfather was an active member of 
the Bevis Marks Synagogue. Disraeli’s father, Isaac Disraeli, professed 
che Jewish religion all his life. It was only because he objected to the 
‘oe imposed upon bim for refusing to become warden that he severed bis 
-onnection with the congregation. Up to the age of thirteen, Benjamin 
') eraeli was visited by a Rabbi from whom he received instruction in 
‘Hebrew aod religion. He was baptised at the age cf thirteen. In 1430 
oe visited the East, and hi« letters to his si«ter Sarah ehowed bow much he 
was impressed by that vi«it and how it revived his Jewish consciousness 
o 1844 Diareseli published bis novel “ Coningsby,” which contained a large 
part of bia Jewish philosophy. Its central figure, Sidonia, was an 
Jjealiaed Jew. The purity of the Jewish race waa to Di«rarli a source 
-( pride, and the act of survival was to him a sufficient justification for 
.orvival. He correctly perceived the Jewish sense of property and fally 
comprehended what formed distinctively Jewish qualities. The un. 
certainty with which he viewed the Jewish question was re flected io his 
ambigauousness on the subject. His excessive claims for Jewry in and out of 
season conld be psychologically explained as manifestiog internal doubts 
and questionings. But there was no doubt about his sincerity. To the 
end of his life he maintained his early Jewish friendships, and when he 
was Prime Minister and was absorbed in great matters of State, be yet 
foand time to communicate with the Secretary of the Revis Marks Syna.- 
gogne concerning the maintenance in good repair of his grandfather's 
tomh 

The CHIEF RABBI, in moving a vote of thanka to the lecturer, said 
that Mr. Pieciotto had fally succeeded in interesting them in the life of a 
remarkable man. He had deepened the mystery, for none could unravel 
it, but what was more faecinating than a my*tery? More than once did 
Disrae!! allude to the fact thata people who, though divorce’ from their 
land for yet celebrated agricultural festivals like Ts bernacies, 
deserved to bave their land restored tothem. Disraeli did not come from 
the Ghetto; he had, however, an intimate knowledge of Jewish customs 
and characteristics and a poetic appreciation of Jewish ceremonies.

This referred to one of the last acts of the Inquisition. It was a well 
known fact that three Marrano Jews who wouid not abjure their faith 
were burnt alive. From time to time the paper contained London items 
of considerable interest for Anglo-Jewish history, The paper did not 
last long. The group of Polish Jews was too small to waintain a 
newspaper of their own, and they also abandoned Jiddish in 
favour of the language of the country. The nearest approach 
to a Jewish periodical! after that was furnished by the Hebrew patph'ets 
of the Meafsim of the Mendelssobnian period, but the first Yiddish news 
paper of wodern times appeared one bundred years ago in Warsaw. 
Poland had passed under the Russian régime, the Kahal had been al)»iished, 
the struggles between the Chassidim and the Misnagdi™= were raging.

deserved natural death. Eisenbaum afterwards founded a Kabbinical 
school in Warsaw, chiefly remarkable for turning out Polish chauvyinists 
rather than Rabbis.

From Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—The attempts which have been made of late in the columna of 
your esteemed journal to rouse British Jewry to a realisation of its 


responsibilities in the matter of counteracting the energetic activity of the 
conversionists, have so far remained fruitiess. I have reason to believe, 
however, that the appeals made in your columns from time to time bave 
found ao echo among our brethren on the other side of the Atlantic, and 
that a respomsible Jewish organisation in America is now gathering 
material with the view of ascertaining the extent of the damage done, or 
likely to be done, by the conversionists, and devising means of defence. 
| have no doubt that as soon as an influential body of Jews in the 
Coited States will have taken the lead in this matter. Jewish 
organisations in other countries will readily come forward to give 
a helping band, and it may not be long before an international 
Jewish body will be formed to deal with the problem that is becoming 
every day more grave and more menacing. In the meantime, it seems 
to me that your influential organ would render a great service by keeping 
English-speaking Jews informed of the latest developments in the field of 
missionary enterprise among the Jews of the world, and by shedding as 
much light as possible on the methods employed by the conversionist 
agencies in their efforts to capture the souls of the ignorant and the 
unwary. In this connection it is interesting to note that a “Conference 
on Jewish Missions” is to be held shortly (on April 23rd-25th) in Edin. 
burgh, which will be attended by delegates from “the Churches and 
Missionary Societies in the United Kingdom.” The Conference will be held 
in the Library Hall of the New College, and will be followed by an “ open 
meeting” in the Rainy Hall, for all interested in Jewish evangelisation.” 
The conference, as well as the meeting, will, no doubt, be open to the 
press, and it is to be hoped that the Jewish press will be in a position to 
give a full account of the proceedings. 

The current issue of The Record (the Organ of the Home and Foreign 
Missions Work of the United Free Church of Scotland), which publishes 
the announcement regarding the Conference, also contains the following 
interesting items of informatiou. “The Church Missions to Jews,” it 
says, “are strengthening and extending their work in Central and Western 
Poland, the Barbican Mission has staked out its “ parish “ in the neglected 
feld of Eastern Poland, the Irish Presbyterian Charch has started in 
Danzig.” After referring to “a special fund that is being raised” to 
“open up missionary activity in Transy!ivania,” it deals with the steps 
that are to be taken in Czecho-Slovakia. Prague is to be made the centre 
“from which to evangelise the 400,000 Jews of the country.” The 
campaign is to be started at the invitation of the Czech Church, and 
financial help has been forthcoming from “ an anonymous donor, who knew 
nothing of the action of the Czech Church.” Ino Palestine a new Christian 
College is to be built ata cost of £20,000 (for which an appeal has recently 
been made in the Scottish Press by an influential Committee of the Scottish 
Churches), with the view of propagating Christianity among the growing 
generations of Jews and Arabs in the Holy Land. 

In the circumstances it seems clear that an international Jewish 
organisation, if aod when formed and able to set to work, will have its 
bands fall in dealing with the various missionary enterprises and in 
organising a counter-cam paigao in the countries concerned. 

Why should not a conference of representatives of Jewish organisa. 
tions be called for the purpose of considering the whole problem and dis 
cossing the most effective means of launching an anti-conversionist 
campaign? Is it not high time that some such step should be taken by 
some Jewish authority or organisation ” 

So far as this country is concerned, it seems to me that the policy of 
ignoring the activity of the missionaries has already led to deplorable 
results. The resuitse may not be seen immediately in the number of 
renegades from the Jewish faith, bat can plainly be discerned in the 
moral degradations of certain elements in some of our centres and in the 
readiness displayed by these elements to accept material benefit from 
whatever source it can be obtained. No conference or organisation cap 
save these elements now from the spiritual rain into which they have 
been precipitated by those who have been trying to “save their souls,” 
But an attitade of continued indifference wil) cause the mischief to spread, 
and wil! render the problem involved more difficult and more dangerous. 

The greatest amount of harm is, of course, done by Jewish apostates, 
who have taken up conversionist activity as a profession. The enormous 
amouot of literature that reaches practically every Jew in the United 
Kingdom in the course of a year is neatly all written and spread by these 
apostates. In the city of Glasgow the Jewish Mission Committee of the 
United Free Church bas recently appointed as its agent a gentleman who 
is described as “a converted Rabbi” and “a doctor of philosophy of the 
University of Berne.” The result of his efforts is regarded by his 
employers as very gratifying. “At a recent meeting of the local 
' Administrative Committee.” the official organ of the Church states, 
“testimony was borne by the visitors, whom that Committee appoints, 
to the success of Dr. Sinnreich's labours. They certified attendances 
of 850 to 400 at the open-air meetings. Two Jews, who passed 
away recently, both died in the faith of Jesus; a whole Jewish 
family are regular attenders at a well-known United Free Church; 
two young men are near the stage of public profession of their 
faith in Christ; a young woman bas been placed under gracious influence 
in a Christian household. These are but instances of the effectiveness of 
the work.” But Glasgow is not the only place where these things are 
happening. Young Jews and Jewesses are often taken away from the 
homes of their parents, or other relatives, and placed in Christian homes 
and institutions without any protest on the part of the Jewish community 
and without any attempt being made by anyone to question the legality 
of their action, or to take a test case toa court of law. The loss to the 
Jewish people caused by the apostasy of a few ignorant young Jews or 
Jewesses may not be great. But the loss of a single Jewish soul which 
could have been preserved for Judaism by greater watchfalness iovolves 
& serious responsibility for the community, and there is nothing to justify 
us in evading that responsibility. As the Rabbis pat it —

The election of a Board of Management and Executive Officers will 
be held next Sunday, at hall. past three. 


Jewish Hospital. 

There was a large attendance at the annual meeting of the Jewish 
Hospital held last Sanday. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., presided. Among 
those present were the ex-Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, and 
Councilior M. Wateon, J.P. 

Mr. LASKI, in the course of bis address, made an appeal for a fund of 
half a miliion shillings to carry out an extension scheme. The Board of 
Governors, be said, contemplated bailding a home for nurses and making 
Certain re-arrangement« in the hospital proper, the total cost of which 
was ostimated at £15,000. The nursiog staff needed more healthy accom- 
modation ; room was reqaired for an increased staff so as to reduce the 
number of hours on duty; aod a larger namber of beds was needed to 
accommodate the steadily growing number of applicants for treatment. 
Mr. Laski said that be felt it a considerable responsibility to make an 
appeal of that kind during the present hard times, but it was the first he 
had made sioce he entered public life forty years ago, and be felt sure it 
would not be made in vain. He wished to appeal not only to his 
coreligioniats, but to all his fellow-citigens in Maochester. The great 
featare of the Jewish Hospital was that it was conducted absolutely 
on non-sectarian lines At least 42 per cent. of their in-patienis 
and 50 per cent. of the ont-patientsa were non-Jews. At the 
present time there were 35 beds in the hospital, and a staff of 14 
purses. The Board wished to make accommodation for 28 nurses, and to 
provide each nurse with a room of her own. It would then be possible 
to enlarge the operating theatre and to increase the number of patients’ 
beds from 35 to 52. It was felt that among a certain class of people 
there was a demiad for a little more privacy than sould be obtained in 
an ordinary ward. These people could not afford to pay for treatment in 
& private nursing home, but could pay for a little privacy in the hospital. 
The Bard, therefore, proposed to set up four beds of this kind for 
women and four for men. There was a special reason why the Buard 
Was aoxious to locrease the number of beds to 52. BSome time ago appli- 
Cation was made to the Generai Counci! of Narses for recognition of the 
hospital as a centre at which nurses might train for the certificate. The 
Board was ioformed that the hospital eould not be recogoised unleas 
it bad 50 beds. The extension of the hospital would remove that diffi- 
culty. Dariog the year the Board had arranged that a new doctor should 
be appointed on condition that he remained in the service of the hospital 
for a year. This had been done to ensure some contiauity of service. 
The Board had also engaged a masseuse. A Ladies’ Committee was 
being formed which would work with the Matron. The Committee 
would examine the housekeeping purchases, and look after the internal 
arrangements, They would also see to the purchasing in the cheapest 
market of everything appertaining to the requirements of the patients, 
and see that the food was of the best quality. There would likewise be a 
link between the nurses an‘ the Board. Any complaints of the nurses 
would be enquired into by the ladies of the Committee. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted, on the motion of the 
CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. R. BARROW-SicREE. The Hon. Officers were 
elected, with the addition of Messrs. B. Balaban and N. Robinson as Vice- 
Presidents. 

Councillor WILLIAM Cunbirr, J.P. (ex-Lord Mayor), in moving a vote 
of thanks to the Hon. Medical Staff, paid a tribute to their valuable 
services. The Jewish Hospital, he said, was doing good work and 
deserve! every success.

enemies, who declared that the Jewish nation was one of the richest 
nations of the earth, instead of the bare truth that it was one of the 
poorest. To realise that the Jewish nation represented the mother. 


' religion of the world——that from it bad sprung the greatest of lawgivers- 


that it first taught the Unity of God and the meaning of morality and 
hygiene, seemed beyond the conception of the ordinary man. 
yet its realisation would place the world under an immense 
debt to the teachings of Israel. The Jew represented a civili 
sation compared with which that of Europe was but of yester 
Cay—that thousands of years ago he gave the world a code of 
morals which was the foundation of all modern legislation, and laid down 
iaws of hygiene that had never been bettered. In Talmudic times the 
Jew had already a municipal code which revealed how littie he had to 
learn from modern by-laws. It was geverally accepted in the Talmudic

Sirn,—The attention of the Executive Committee of my Board has 
been called to the letter which appeared in your last issue over the names 
of Messre. H. Mizrachi and J. Daban, respectively President and Vice 
President of the Committee of a synagogue bearing the title of Shaare 
Sedek, and I have been reqnested to forward this communication to you 
in order to correct the impression which such a letter must have on th: 
minds of your readers. 

For your taformation, as well as for the information of your two 
correspondents, let me say that there has been established for twenty 
years past in the Withington District, a Sephardic Synagogue with a 
large and active membership. It sends a member to the Deputies. A 
second synagogue was established a few years ‘ago, known as the Wes: 

There is 
a Talmud Torah in connection with these synagogues, presided over by « 
Principal, assisted by four teachers. and it has a regular attendance of 
about 120 children. The management of these two Sephardic Synagogues 
happily are now united, and having taken notice of the fact that the com. 
munity bas grown to large dimensions, some considerable time ago they 
purchased a suitabje plot of land, upon which wil! be erected a com modious 
synagogue, with a seating capicity for about 1,000 people. Plans have 
already been prepared and approved by the local authority, and active 
building operations are aboutto be begun. This synagogue wil be worthy 
of the commonity, and wiil certainly meet all the religions requirements 
of the district. 


These facts must be known to your two correspondents, and I am ° 


therefore amazed that they should address their letter to you for the 
purpose of appealing for what may be aptly termed a sectional synagogue.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


A corres pondentin yesterday's /ewish World, in an article on “ Friendly 
Society Unity,” drews attention to the fact that the points at issue 
between the Achei Brith and the Association on the Deed of Trust remain 
upeetthd. He writes: 

This barren and sterile controversy is assuming the proportions of a scandal 
to the Friendly Society movement. A movement which prides iteeif on watch- 
words like brotherhood and “ frnendship” is, becaase of the iutransigence of 
the few, condemued see them in iefinitely staultifed. 


He claims that be has closely watched this question from the 
begirning, and proceeds: 

There bas never been, and ia not now, any desire to bumiliate an Order 
which bas renvered :ncomparab'e services to the Association and the Home. A 
gesture of rapprochement from the Achet brith would be eagerly responded to by 
the other elements, but what see:ns to be lacking is the will tos ttlement. The 
movement for anity Which the Association em bodies and typifies cannot be said 
to be successiul if an important body will not seek common cise with the reat 
on the evtirely unfunded assamption that the latter is anxious for “ victory.”' 
This is not a question of “ victory’ or * defeat.”” The Ass ciation is not an 
instrament which haa been supermnposed on the Friend!y Society Movement; 
it does not issue edicts ; it cannot intimidate, even if it desired, any single con- 
stituent ‘arge or smali. 

Referring to the fact that the Leader (the organ of the Achei Brith) 
com plains in its current issne that the dating snd stamping of the Deed 
of Trust was a “wrecking” act, the /ewish World correspondent points 
out that this step necessarily followed a reselution carried at the 
Association Conference, 

To regard [he goes on to write!) the dating and stamping of the Deed ag 
some sudden Guauthorised, and capricious act of @ non-representative body is @ 
piece of misrepresentation which should never have been given a moment's 
currency by the Achei Brith. 

He concludes: 

All that remains is for the Achei Brith to meet the Aagsociation and settiethe 
outstanding issue of representation (for a seceding body). With thisissne final! 
removed, the long out covtrovers’ should be determined once and for a! 
and the Association abould be left free to carry out the work for which it came 
into existence. actirg by ani through the co-operation cf all its constituents. 
The Achei Krith once inspired the Association: why shou'ld it notagain? The 
Achei Brith has made no mean contribution to Friendly Society solidarity, and 
its best and traest friends hope that it will come into line o: ce again.

If 
there are a few good girls they are eclipsed by their ostentatious 
sisters, for the really nice girl is modest, and is therefore content to 
remain io the background rather than be classed with the other girls. 
l often wonder how much these ‘oo fashionable giris care for religion. 
At a charity function, where (to give credit where it is due) they 
offer their services voluntarily, they behave in a manner utterly 
inconsistent with that which the occasion demands, a manner that, to 
those to whom all this is alien, is positively disgusting. If only a 
littio more religious feeling were cultivated among these girls they 
would think a little more of Judaism and their home life; then, I am 
sure, the Jewish women and girls wonld be juxtified in seeking the 
franchise in the syvagogu’, bat until that day dawus they must bo 
content and be /cya! to the place assigned to them.”
